DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-19 are pending in this application. 



Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election of Group I, claims 1-9 in the reply filed on 6/25/04 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP 
§ 818.03(a)). 

Claims 10-19 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a nonelected 
invention. 



Priority

Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent and 
should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the patent is of a 
basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the abstract should be 
directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an improvement in an old 
apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should include the technical disclosure 
of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly those for compounds and compositions, 
wherein the process for making and/or the use thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set 
forth a process for making and/or use thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves 
modifications or alternatives, the abstract should mention by way of example the preferred 
modification or alternative. 
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The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of the 
invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art.

(1) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 

It is noted that the claimed invention is directed to a method. The examiner suggests 
amending the abstract to reflect same. 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

It is noted that the claimed invention is directed solely to a method. The examiner 
suggests amending the title to reflect same. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-9 are objected to because of the following informalities listed below. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

In claim 3 line 3, the word should be -plating-. 

In claim 4 line 4, the phrase "before proceed said step" is deemed confusing. The same 
issue applies to claim 8. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 4, the terms "plane shape" and "objective shape" are deemed vague and 
indefinite. The same issue applies to claim 8. 

In claim 5, it is not clear what is being promoted. Clarification is requested. The same 
issue applies to claim 9. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order forthe examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over JP 04- 

223875. JP '875 discloses a method of forming a grindstone having increased wear and 



corrosion resistance by electrodepositing an abrasive grain layer by metal plating (purpose and 
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constitution). A substrate pedestal is utilized as noted in the Figure. However, the reference 
remains silent on a whetstone. 

It is noted that the above reference clearly teaches of a grindstone. One skilled in the art 
would appreciate that the grindstone mechanically abrades an object. A whetstone uses the same 
technique for different reasons. The skilled artisan would appreciate that grindstone and 
whetstones are similar as they are both used to mechanically deform an object. It would have 
been obvious to one skilled in the art to utilize the process of JP '875 to produce a whetstone 
with the expectation of obtaining similar results. 

The limitations of claims 2-9 have been addressed above.
